careful io his resources and when he became 
a iiiin tbeae principloa wore firmly fixed in 
hie character and to them ho adhered thro'- 
out lite.. Ho never sought popularity and 
consequently his biography is free from ro- 
mance or adventure. In 1868 he was mar- 
ried to Miaa Mary Webb, and settled upon 
a farm south of Antioch which he purchased 
from'Mr. H, R. 'Fairtnan, where he has 
lived continuously since, 

He.wos a man of fine pliisiquo, and never 
spared his strength' or ondpranco and was 
eminently successful in farming to which 1 
be devoted his entire attention, never ven- 
turing into 'fields of; speculation . where 
weal th could possibly be more quickly and 
easily nequirad. 

' About ten years ago he was compelled 
by failing Health to lay' aside tho "shovel 
and the hoe," but continued tho manage- 
ment of his estate and could not be per- 
suaded to permanently leave the home to 
which he had devoted so many years of toil. 

Never did disease find a more determined 
enemy; but day by day and your by year it 
kept up an incessant bombardment, and at 
last reduced tho stalwart- form into almost 
a helpless condition. • Various noted phys- 
icians und. more favorable climates. were 
sought but nil in vain; be could not find 
relief and invariably returned to tho care 
of Br. E, H. Ames, his lifelong friend, in 
whom ho reposed perfect confidence. Dur- 
ing hts'lohg illness he was over cheerful 
and often Buffered necdlcBB pain rather than 
complain.; 

We who wore closely associated with him 
marveled at his genial manner,' even when 
tho clouds of dhec-uragement were the dark- 
est about him,. During the pastdecadohia 
greatest pleasure was derived from the visit 
of youny people and children to his home, 
their gay laughter^would always bring the 
old light to his eyes and the kindly smile to 
bis lips." < 

Without pain, wllhout wnrning, without 
a movement which those who wero near 
him could detect the day of life closed upon 
him on the" morning of "tho' 28th of Feb- 
ruary. He bad just completed the' dictation 
of a letter when the end canio, showing 
that his mind and memory were clear to 
tho last moment of his life, . '

f; Ever Binoo he settled in Ibis vicinity'; in 
1848,. bo has played a- conspicuous part in 
shaping its morale, citizenship and civiJi- 
zatibn, ■ His form was often seen upon the 
street, his voice heard in protesting against 
wrong and upholding' the ' right, and the 
almost ''"constant. .ring of his hammer pro- 
claimed to the world that ho believed in 
and practiced the principle that every man 
should cam his living by honest. toil. ' 

He was not demonstrative in character, 
forcing his beliefs and opinions upon others 
but ho had a deep abidincr sense of justice 
and conviction, so that when his mind was 
fully made up as to the right or 'wrong of 
anything ho was. unswerving Id his decis- 
ions. He was not a man who changed from 
one opinion to another as, convenience may 
suggest, but' held firmly to what he believed 
to be right. • 

Hot accustomed to luxury and ease, he 
begun at the bottom of the ladder of success 
and gradually ascended amidst sacrifice and 
toil, and in the face of obstacles and oppo- 
sition. Many a timo bus ho related to me 
the early scenes when. he settled here, when 
then) were no railroads and few wagon 
roads, mostly paths through tho wilderness, 
how he had started out early in the mom- 
iifc\ perhaps at two or three o*clock, and 
walked to -Waukegan through the snow to 
secure some material for his work and re- 
turn during the evening or night, of (ho 
same day, or how be wns compelled tola- 
boras best he could without the necessarv 
implements bocaiiBa he could, not secure 
them. 

A man with such a sturdy character as 
his cannot .well he spnrcd, although be has 
lived out more than his three score years 
and ten.- His character and his life has been 
stamped upon the community and his prin- 
ciples interwoven into its moral fi ber, . 
, He had u.big, warm, open heart, nothing 
of his being too good to loan or to givo to 
a neighbor in need. Those [who have known 
him the longest, loved him most, and those 
who were his nearest neighbors render him 
th<) highest praise, 

- He was a man who seemed to love seclu- 
sion rather thnn publicity, lie loved tbo 
quiet retreat of. his home where he could 
Bit down- without foar of molestation and 
read tho hows of the day or a sermon of a 
noted divine or his Bible. Ho has often 
told i no of the volumes of sermons that tho 
has read, and how much he had enjoyed 
them. '. One time he told me of reading one 
of the sermon a of that saintly man whom 
God called home a little more than a year 
ago, D. L„ Moody, remarking how simple 
they were. I told him that was a true sign 
of greatness, It requires a great man to bo 
simple and plain— ChriBt was ' tbo greatest 
of all men and yet the simplest, , When I 
have prayed with him and hiB wife here in 
this very roam,- 1 noticed that, he warmly 
sanctioned the petitions, and lb seemed to 
do him good. t ■

After proceedings lasting only six days 
tlie extraordinary session of the Scuutu 
was declared adjourned nine die at 1:55 
p. m. Salurifny. During the session prac- 
tically no business except that of an 
executive character was transacted, "The 
sesrion was called by the President in 
order that tho Seuute. might havo an 
opportunity to confirm appointments 
made at the beginning of the now ad- 
ministration. 'That business accom- 
plished, there wmi nothing further for the 
Senate to do.

There Is a gleam of hope for England 
In the news from South Africa.. Tho 
number of fighting Boers under Botha is 
unknown. Neither is It known whether 
he basVfliithority to accept terms for'nli 
the Boer forces iu the field. It Is not be- 
lieved that he can speak for such lenders 
as Do Wot and Dolnrey. . Louis Botha 
was appointed cominauderrln-chief of tho 
Boor forces upon the, death of General 
Joubert n year ago- He is only 30 years 
old, and, like most of the Boer lenders, is 
not ri professional soldier, although ho 
had bud no little military, experience be- 
fore the beginning ot Ihe present war. 
And yet, in spite of tlie reckless, daring 
of De Wet as a leader, Botha. is perhaps- 
the greatest soldier the war has pro-* 
duced on the Boer side. In Dee, 15, 
1809, General. Buller, with 40,000 men, 
the (lower -of the British regular army, 
attempted to cross the Tugela River. Hu 
Was defeated by superior tnclics biit by 
a smaller force led by Louis Botha. This, 
was the battle of Colenso, In which Bui-, 
ler's army was shattered and driven back 
with a Iosb of guns and men unprece- 
dented in the history, of tho British army 
for more than three-quarters of 'a cen- 
tury. Again, when Buller finally crossed 
tlie Tugela In February, 1II0O, anil cap- 
tured Spfon Koji, It was Botha who per- 
sonally led the Boer advance, drove War- 
ren's forces from Spion Kou, nnd, after 
adriiinlfiterlng n disastrous defeat, com- 
pelled Btillcr's army to rccross tlie river. 
Botha defeated Buller in every battle 
the latter fought In his efforts to cross the 
Tugela Blver and relieve Lady smith, nnd 
he only retfred when BuIIer's 'invasion of 
the Orange Free State threatened to split 
tho Boer armies In twain. Then it was 
that he gradually' withdrew his forces, 
saved every gun, every camp kettle, and 
permitted Bailer's troops lo enter Lady- 
tsniltb unopposed.

I nUo 
noticed that those persons claiming the 
power to call up gbosU to order, before an 
audience, alwayu surrounded thdmselvee 
by such suspicious paraphernalia. as a dnrk 
room and darker cabinet; shams too flim- 
sy for common sense not to detect. And 
notunfrcquently had the ghost herfelf heen 
grabbed and held in the sturdy arms of 
some daring unbeliever, until ail the audi- 
ence were -forced to admit that the so- 
called medium was nothing mere than a 
(lesh-and-blcod impostor, posing as a 
means of making a living. So that I be- 
came a confirmed skeptic as to the possi- 
bility of any real ghosts; the disembodied 
spirits of human beings, ever returning to 
this world, either voluntarily or to order, 
But my time had not come yet; tbe cru- 
cial test had not yet been applied to me, 
personally. 

My first and only encounter with nglioat 
was in one of the old castles which abound 
in the British - Isles ana other European 
countries. To avoid the -possibility of 
giving offense to anybody, I have 
obtained from tho proper authority, per- 
mission to make use of names', places sod 
circumstances.— I must also account for my 
having been caught sleeping in a castle, by- 
stating the fact that I hnd been appointed 
to my first position, which wob to be on the 
extensive estates of the Earl of Devon, 
surrounding and including the town of 
Newcastle West, in Ireland. 

Upon my proceeding to, and reporting 
at the Courtcnoy Castle, the Irish residence 
of the Devon family, and where the estates 
agent resides, I was informed that I was 
to lodge at the castle until the North 
Lodge, a pretty cottage also within the 
demesne walls, and about half a mile from 
the castle, which was being got ready for 
my use, would be finished. 

If I may be allowed to make a slirrht di- 
gression. I would like to describe, briefly, 
this castle and its romantic, immediate 
surroundings. 

It is situated cIobo by tbe town of New- 
castle West}— a town of, probably, 4,000 
inhabitants, and is itself part of the De- 
von curate— so close, indeed, that the prin- 
cipal entrance gate, lending to tbe castle 
and demesne, opeoB into tbe market square ; 
and the demesne wall, ten feet high, separ- 
ates the town for a considerable distance, 
from the private grounds of the castle. 

At IhB time of which I write — 1847 — I 
was told that it then was over 100 years 
old. It is still locally referred to as the 
new castle, in contradistinction from the 
ruins of older castles immediately adjoin- 
ing it, and known as the 'Desmond caBtle; 
which belonged to tho earls of Desmond up 
to the year 1B56, when the then earl was 
attained for high treoHon; his castle and 
extensive landed possessions being .confis- 
cated to the crown, and afterwards divided 
among certain English settlers, one of 
whom was a Conrtenny, and who after- 
wards became ear] of Devon, Hence the 
name, Courtenny Castle, given to the pres- 
ent edifice, Conrtenay being still the family 
namo,and.Devon the title. I -may also 
state thnt the home residence of the earls of 
Devon is Ponderhnm Castle, Devonshire, 
England. 

The Courtenay castle is built upon port 
of the foundations formerly occupied by 
the Desmond castle, a large pile of which 
still remains, closely adjoining the present 
castle, as a ruin of two stories, the upper 
stories having fallen or been torn down 
centuries ago. 

This ruin is entirely covered with ivy, 
so old thnt its stems, flattened against the 
stone walls, look more like the sturdy ' oak 
ttnmtbe clinging vine. TMb ruin, together 
with the present castle, forms one side of 
the castle garden, which is surrounded on 
the other three sides by a stone wall twelve 
feet high, the bevelled coping of which is 
closely studded with broken bottles; stuck 
in when the cement was ia a plastic state. 
There is another of the old Desmond 
buildings, in a comparatively good state of 
preservation; situated just inside of the en- 
trance gate,, and not mora than forty rods 
distant from the castle and other ruins. It 
la also covered with ivy, evidently some 
centuries old. It is called the Desmond 
wall, to this day. It is "two very high 
stories in height, the upper one being 
reached by a flight of stone stairs on the 
outside, It was, in my time, and probably 
ia yet, occupied as a barrack, by the 1st or 
royal dragoons, under command of Major 
Humphreys; the horses on the firat .floor 
and the soldiers on the upper. Their scar- 
let uniforms, tattoos and bugle calls; their 
drillB, and parades, gave to tbe whole town 
as well as tho vicinity of the castle, a pleas- 
ant and cheerful aspect, A celebrated well, 
called St. David's, is situated on the oppo- 
site side of the entrance drive, from this 
Desmond Hall barrack; the cold pure water 
constantly pouring from the mouth of a 
atone man, set in the wall at tho bock, part 
of the well!

They would "rather carry the water they 
used from St. David's we|l although the 
distance was farther, This discovery was 
made about the lime tbe dragoons took up 
their quarlera in tho-Dosmond Hall J but of 
course, thia circumstance' had nothing to do 
withjthe deteriorating, ofthq pump water; 
I 'piily- mention it art a coincidence. 
'Tuo^ou'rteuay castle, from tbe _outsidb, 
has quite at modern, appearance, with its 
massive fluted corrinthian, columns, sup- 
porting an ample portico, but like, roost of 
the old castles, seems -to have been built 
more with a view to 'strength und defense 
rather than comfort. JPart of the moatetill 
remains, hut it is modified in front df the 
castle and takes the form of a bu-ha. . 

The great entrance halliB hexagonal* in 
shape; one panel beingjoccupied by tboDe- 
von. Arms, carved' in heavy dark oak; the 
walls adorned with tropuies of the Chase or 
battlefield and ancient arms and armour. 
The rent office of the estate, presided 
over by tho resident estate agent, is situ- 
ated in one wing of the castle, nndiB equip- 
ped with a force of clerks, agriculturalists, 
surveyors and baliffi, who manago all the 
affairs of the estate, including the town of 
Newcastle; and, of course, this is whereall 
the tenantry and townspeople pay their 
rents. It is, therefore, a very important 
appendage to tho castle. 
.-< I waB full of curiosity,' as most young 
people ore, I believe, and missed no op- 
portunity to find out eome of the legendary 
lore which, I wub sure, must bo connected 
with so old and romantic looking a place; 
and I questioned every one about the place, 
at I became acquainted with them, espec- 
ially the old retainers. They all seemed un- 
willing to talk on these subjects, but sent 
mo from one to the other ,~for the informa- 
tion I desired, I mode" acquaintance with 
the batier.hoping to find out something from 
him. He excused himself by saying that 
he bad not been long at the castle; that ho 
came from Dublin and never heard of the 
place until ho came to be employed there; 
bat he recommended mo to inquire of Dan 
Muiligun, tbe gate-keeper, who was at the 
castle since boyhood, and sat or paced in* 
side the greet oaken gale for half a century 
past, Madigan was not able to give me 
much information of the kind I wanted, 
but recommended me to inquire of "lord" 
John Russell, the coaebmah, "Lord John," 
as he was locally called, said he hod heard 
some yarns of tragedies having happened 
about the caBtle a long time ago, but did 
not pay much attention to them, but if I 
would speak to O'Connor, the head gar- 
dener, be was sure that he could tell me all 
about the legends belonging to the place, 
as he was a man that read agreatdeal; had 
been about the cattle a long lime, and, 
moreover, had fitted up a room ia the old 
ruin, with an entrance into the garden, and 
used it as a tool-house and fruit-room; but 
I got but little satisfaction from O'Connor, 
and concluded they; all knew more than 
they were willing to tell. 

I got the butler intake me down into the 
cellar one night, whlcn visit only increased 
my curiosity, without satisfying it to any 
great extent. There was e. single gas jet 
always kept burning, which, when turned 



up, threw a weird network of distorted 
shadows of columns and arches over the 
damp flagged floor. Wo felt we were 
crushing something under foot, at every 
step, and upon examining the floor, found 
it covered with thousands of beetles, of all 
colors, site and shapes, 

There were three arched luhneiB, leading, 
apparently in different directions, no one 
knew whither.. These arches were half 
filled with debris of brick and mortar, and 
evidently had not been used, for centuries.

',. I soon that ;thrco uiiBh tided and uncur- 
tained windows. woro fastened, andjhen 
climbed up into bed.", I had occupied.this 
room about five or. six . nights when," one 
very warm, sultry night, whim I > wont up 
to ray rooin, I thought IVould, after alb; 
have to get oiie of the hair mattresses on 
top somehow; so, taking off my- coht nnd 
throwing' up all tho windows'; I"bnuled. off 
tbe great feather tick and one of the nml- 
trcsseB; I managed to get iho feather lick 
on again after a fashion, with a. mattreBs 
on top;' congratulating myself on my -pros- 
pects of a more comfortable sleep thnn us- 
ual, This operation of bcd-mulung healed 
me so that I raised; one of tho windows to 
its full height; nnd going but on tbe walk, 
I took a stroll around the roof until I came 
to thb keep,' which is; a story higher than 
the rost-of tho. building. 'It was d bdiiuti- 
fnl moonlight night, and vory ; cnlm and 
sultry. J could see tho swans asleep on 
their pond near the castle, and hear the 
peafowl give an occasional chuckle" in the 
tops of the great trees. I could hear aleo, 
tho mohotonoUB murmur of Iho shallow and 
babbling Dorrow, as it hurried along its 
pebbly bed to join the'Rlugglsri and more 
dignitled Dccl, about a ratio below the 
town. I'turned back intending to walk as 
far around aa the keep, on the other side of 
the roof, but after passing my own open 
window's I found I hud a neighbor in a 
room in tho same tier as mine, at least 
there wob light there;, and, not liking to 
pass the window lest I might frighten or 
disturb somebody, T returned to my, room, 
shut down and locked all tho windows, ex- 
amined the doors, as I did every night 
before retiring, and prepared for bed; ', but 
the full moon and shadelcss windows made 
tbe room so very light that I released, for 
Iho first timo, the heavy curtains from their 
loops on the bed posts and let them hang 
down nil around the bed, to darken it so I 
could sleep better. I bad dozed a little but 
had not got fast asleep, when I beard some 
ono walking about through tbe room. I 
did not take long to become wide awake, 
The intruder, whoever he might be, seemed 
pacing in an abscntminded, contemplative 
mood, and very slowly, to and from one 
end of the roam to tho other. I, at once, 
concluded it must be tho butler, playing a 
trick on me, na I had asked him if there 
t were any ghosts frequenting the castle. 
I had loin very still whilst he mnde a few 
turns of tho room, and when he wan at tho 
further end I made ready to part the cur- 
tains suddenly when he would bo passing 
along the bedside, and confront him, when 
he thought me fast asleep; bo, when I beard 
him stopping from the bare .floor on to the 
soft rug, I, with both hands, suddenly dung 
tho curtains apart, but I, as quickly let 
them drop again, and dived under the bed- 
clothes, head and all — there was no one to 
be eeenl— although it was as light as day; 
and I heard him walking on tbe rug, nnd 
thought I heard him breathe, at tbe instant 
I threw back the curtains. .Thia was thr\ 
first moment that I entertained the possi- 
bility of its being anything supernatural. 
But I oonfetBod to myself that the invisi- 
bility of this walker,, in the clear moon- 
light, within arms length of me, looked 
soma what like it.' My sudden action Beam- 
ed to disconcert him for a moment, as he 
ceased walking for a minute or two; then 
be resumed his walk as leisurely as before, 
from tho head of the bed nlongtbe softrog, 
where the tread was very faint; then along 
the bare floor where the step was quite au- 
dible and firm. By this time I was almost 
suffocated, and I uncovered my bead cau- 
tiously. 

I realised then how cosy it is for a man 
to consider himself brave whon there Is no 
ghost ia the room, but when there is, it.iB 
very different; especially when one has to 
deal with a mean, skulking ghostlike this, 
who will not stand his ground, face to face, 
like o man, and discuea matters with you. 
Ho continued his monotonous beat, not 
seeming to notice my slight interruption 
in the least, and, apparently, ignoring my 
presence in the room entirely. He tried to 
emphasize bis tread by posing on one foot 
for a second or two, and coming down with 
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and bolted inside; ' and the windows latch- 
ed. I was sure nobody could have entered 
the room during tho night.' . 

After breakfast I related, to the people 
In tbe ofiicc, my experience, during the 
night, and organized an investigating par- 
ty. ' Tho procession marched bravely up 
the stone stairs, preceded by the butler, 
armed with a cleaver; while one of the 
draftsmen, fell behind and, made a capital 
sketch of the exploring party as it entered 
the room.

wall. I concluded therefore, that h« must 
be ethereal, and nothing material about 
bim; in fact that there was nothing to bim 
except tbe walk, the measured monotonous 
tread; so, what could it bo other than a 
ghost? , 

" I now blamed myself .for having changed 
the bed in any way; who know bnt this was 
the mattress he used to .sleep on when in 
theJjody? and ho was resenting tho liberty 
I had taken. I wished. I had left well 
enough alone, ' Sleeping on a feather bed 
"was preferable to this stow thai I had suf- 
fered, nMrjIght. 

At last, ds 'day began to dawn; after one 
of his'tnpVto the further end'of 'the room, 
he did not return. The birds began' to twit- 
ter and I dozed 'off ' and slept for a 'couple 
of hours, I'dld not dream of ghosts or gob- 
lins as, perhaps I ought to have done; but 
whenl'gotupl made' a, thorough' exami- 
nation of the rbotd. ' I found everything as

their ^hlves. Just before, ralrif the 
[humming bees may be observed en r 
terJng tbB hive In large numbers, while 
n'oiie comeB out. again. When. this. is 
observed the observer may 'confidently 
follow the good example and seek 
shelter. And, again, wben bees are 
aeen vigorously at work very, early In 
the morhing, unsettled' weather may 
be expected later In the day; , Wasps, 
and hornets are said to have the wea- 
ther Instinct over a still larger range. 
The. banks of streams are favorite nest- 
ing places for these insects. If the 
nests in .any season are , .generally 
placed high up in the bank It Is al- 
ways taken by country people as a 
sign of a' wet season, the position of 
the nests being taken in order- to 
avoid floods. When the nests are 
near down to the level, of the water 
they foretell a dry and warm season. 
Ants,. too, are credited with an instinct 
for the weather of a whole season. 
Whenvthey are observed at midsummer 
enlarging and building up their dwell- 
ings It la said to be a sign of an early 
and cold winter. The dolly habits of 
the ant, however, yield a number of 
more reliable observations at closer 
than a season's range. For Instance, 
when ants that have been loated In a 
low ground are observed migrating to 
higher, It Is a sign of heavy rains. The 
entrance to their underground dwell- 
ing! are always worth noticing, for an 
open ant hole means clear weather 
and a closed one means that a storm 
Is' approaching. There Is a wealth of 
weather wisdom to be got from obser- 
vation of spiders. These insects can- 
hot spin properly In a high wind. Be- 
fore a gale they, may • be observed 
strengthening their webs. The shape 
of the web Is always a valuable ludl- 
cation.-rYouths' Companion.

If two veesels sail; from New York for 
Calcutta, they will, If intelligently 
navigated, follow so nearly in the 
Bame course that their paibs, If plot- 
ted on a chart, will hardly diverge iiy 
fifty miles at any point. The same is 
true of any other route, Let us consid- 
er the case of a vessel bound for New 
York from Liverpool, Her captain 
might, If prepared for a constant bat- 
tle against adverse winds and currents 
and winter gales, select a route ' not 
very different from that followed by 
ocean steamers between those ports. 
Otherwise he would follow the south- 
ern route laid down by ! the sailing 
directors; and after beating to the 
westward a lew hundred miles to make 
sure of clearing the coast of Spain, 
would shape a course to the southward, 
passing as far west as Madiera ss the 
westerly winds of these latitudes will 
permit. Between Madeira and the Ca- 
naries, but. a few hundred miles to the 
westward of both, be would fan his 
way across the baffling "Calms ot Can- 
cer," and pick lip the northeast trade 
winds. With these astern and fresh- 
ening every mile, he would sweep 
down to the south and west, and when 
well oyer toward the West Indies; haul 
up to the northward toward Bermuda.

lish historian, Precmuu, "the onlr_ no- 
tion.il brlbunnl which can sit In judg- 
ment on a national inw and can declare 
nn act ot All three of the powers of. th» 
Union to be null nnd void."- 

Every year, now, we have- more new 
laws than John' Mn rah nil considered 
during the entire thirty-four years that 
he -was on the Supreme bench, says the 
Saturday Evening Tost. We liaro laws 
puBst-d by Congress, liiws passed by 
State Legislature?, laws passed by Oity 
Councils and nil sorts of minor rcgu- 
lntlons which mount up into the tens 
"of thousands during the twelve months.

"a Journey to the lunatic asylum. A 
hundred Mnrsbnlis would be unable to 
consider every one of them or get from 
them much more th.nu n fine case of 
nervous prostration or despair.
